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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


EUROPEAN COMMUNITY'S Wheat Export Licenses Ahead of Last Year. 
European Community (EC) licenses for wheat and flour exports issued in the 
first half of the marketing year are at 9.3 million metric tons, 35 percent 
higher than the same period a year earlier, despite reports of smaller 
supplies of quality wheat available for export. Since USDA has estimated EC 
total wheat and flour exports to third countries will decline 2 million tons 
in 1987/88, from 16.5 million tons in 1986/87, the issuance of export licenses 
is expected to fall dramatically in the second half of the marketing year. On 
the other hand, EC claims of lesser supplies of quality wheat should mean 
larger imports, yet import licenses are 15 percent below last year's level. 
USDA's import forecast for 1987/88 for the EC is 2.5 million tons, compared to 
last year's import volume of 2.4 million tons. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


EGYPT May Deregulate Vegetable Oil Prices. Egypt may deregulate 
vegetable oil marketing due to shortages and budgetary constraints. Sugar is 
already partially deregulated and nearly 20 percent of sugar consumption is 
sold at unsubsidized prices. Like sugar, consumers may be entitled to buy 
higher priced unsubsidized vegetable oil products to exceed limits imposed by 
rationing. In addition to possible deregulation of vegetable oils, the 
Egyptian government is encouraging the private sector to begin importing fully 
refined vegetable oils. 
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JAPAN and INDIA Reach Loan Agreement on Drought Relief. According to 
U.S. embassy officials in Japan, the governments of Japan and India signed an 
agreement on a concessional official development assistance loan for 29.5 
billion yen (U.S.$220 million). The loan is to primarily finance the 
importation of edible oils into India. Officials have estimated that of this 
loan amount, U.S.$92 million in oil will be imported from the United States 
through the Export Enhancement Program.

DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


Record Broiler Production Reached in BRAZIL. Broiler production in 
Brazil reached 1.8 million tons in 1987, up 4 percent and a new record, 
according to a report from the U.S. agricultural counselor in Brasilia. Much 
of the increase in due to investments made in 1986 which pushed capacity to 
over 2.0 million tons. Most of the increased production went to the domestic 
market as exports were down again in 1987. High beef prices during 1987 were 
a major factor in the shift to poultry meat. Relatively lower prices for beef 
during 1988 are expected to slow growth in demand for poultry meat and to put 
pressure on producer profits. In early December, the producers association 
decided on a program to cut production and raise prices through reduced 
hatchings and other measures. 


KRKEKKK 


USSR Livestock Production Continued High Through November. In the 
USSR, January-November meat production on state and collective farms was up 5 
percent compared with the same period of 1986, according to a report from the 
U.S. agricultural attache in Moscow. For the individual meats, output of 
beef, pork and poultry each was up about 5 percent, while sheep and goat meat 
production was essentially unchanged. Milk production on state and collective 
farms for the same period was up 2 percent with all of the increase due to 
increased output per cow. Output of eggs was up 4 percent compared with the 
same period of 1986. Most of the increase in egg production was due to 
increased hen numbers. Livestock numbers were unavailable at the time the 
report was prepared. 


WOOD AND WOOD PRODUCTS 


U.S. Forest Products Exports Show Gains Through October. The value 
of U.S. solid wood exports was $3.2 billion for the 1987 January-October 
period, an increase of over 32 percent over the same period in 1986. Japan, 
the leading market for U.S. wood products, imported nearly $1.5 billion, an 
increase of more than 44 percent over the previous January-October period. 
All products except poles, piles and pitprops (wooden support beams) and 
hardwood siding experienced solid gains in the first 10 months of 1987 over 
the same period last year. 


U.S. hardwood lumber exports of almost $384 million were up about 37 
percent over the January-October 1986 trading period. In the January-October 
1987 period the export value of hardwood flooring was up 72 percent to $9 
million; veneer exports were up 39 percent to $91 million; and log exports 15 
percent to $92 million. Softwood logs, lumber, and plywood experienced 
impressive gains of 37, 34, and 41 percent, respectively, with shipments 
valued at $1.2 billion, $685 million, and $134 million. 


Total U.S. wood products imports were $4.7 billion, an increase of 
3.5 percent compared to the January-October trading activity for 1986. U.S. 
imports of softwood lumber from Canada totaled $2.4 billion (11.9 billion 
board feet), down 6 percent from the same period in 1986.
